LONDON, March 11—The Athens 
correspondent of the Times, outlining 
the proposals of the powers, learns, on 
the highest authority, that Greece 
would accept them on condition, first 
that the Turkish troops are immedi- 
ately recalled from Crete; second, that 
the Greek forces now in the island are 
placed under the command of a mili- 
tary representative of the powers, se- 
nior in rank to Col. Vassos, for the 
sake of the restoration of order, and 
lastly, that the powers induce Turkey 
to withdraw a. portion of her troops” 
from the Greek frontier, Greece doing 
the same. Greece regards the latter 
condition as most urgent, in view of 
the fact that the excitement in Thes- 
saly, not only among the troops, but 
among the armed peasants, has reached 
such a height that a conflict is possible 
at any moment, involving the out- 
break of war. 

The Times correspondent thinks that 
matters have now reached a critical 
point. It is impossible for the powers 
to go back on their demand that 
Greece should evacuate Crete, but pub- 
lic feeling in Greece is so excited it is 
doubtful whether the country would 
even tolerate the conversion of the 
Greek army in the island into gen- 
darmerie.

support the party ostensibly in- control; 


in a single proposition. 
There was entire agreement and har-

Senators recognizing the difficulty that 
existed in the situation. While no defi- 
nite conclusion was reached, it is prob- 
able that for the presént nothing will 
be done, and-the committees will re- 
main unfilled.

CAPTURED BY THE ENEMY 


A RATIFICATION MEETING THAT 

DID NOT RATIFY. 

‘wew York Citizens Vote Down Reso- 
lutions Approving the Arbitra- 


tion Treaty—A Red-hot Time at 
Cooper Union. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, March 11.—The_ citi-, 


zens’ mass-meeting called for the pur- 
pose of indorsing the ratification of the 
arbitration treaty between this country 
and Great Britain at Cooper Union, 
through the speech of Civil Justice 
Wauhope Lynn, was turned from a 
meeting of peace into one of turmoil. 
For a time it appeared as if the police 
would have to interfere to restore order. 
Although the excitement was great the 
meeting concluded without any serious 
disturbance. 

The trouble started when Judge Lynn 
captured the meeting by offering an 
amendment denouncing the resolution 
favoring arbitration. 

President Low refused to put Judge 
Lynn’s .motion, and on a vote on the 
resolutions declared them carried, al- 
though they were really voted down. Up 


to the time that Judge Lynch came for- | 


ward theaudience mildly approved of the 
sentiments expressed by Bishop Potter, 
Mayor Strong, President Seth Low and 
ex-Secretary Charles S. Fairchild. But 
in a few minutes, after the Civil Jus- 
tice had secured the floor, three-fourths 
of the audience had declared their op- 
psition to the ratification of the treaty. 
Judge Lynn offered an amendment 
to the resolution requesting the Senate 
to reject the treaty. At the conclu- 
sion of Judge Lymn’s speech the audi- 


- ence was in a state of great excite- 


ment. Applause and hisses were inter- 
mingled with arguments between those 
in favor of arbitration and its oppo- 
nents, who sat side by side. 


It was a tumultuous throng. Threats, | 


such as “I'll punch you,” could be 
heard, and a man occupying a front 
, seat stood up and shook his first at the 
Justice as he satin his chair on the 
platform. The police captain in the 
hall waved his hands in the hope of 
quieting. the most noisy and excited 
men, and the force of policemen under 
him made those who were standing up 
and shouting sit down. 
When order had been partially re- 
stored, President Low arose and took 
Judge Lynn’s party to task for mak- 
ing such a speech at a meeting of the 
friends of arbitration. Mr. Low .-was 
hissed. The chairman then called on 
Congressman Warner, who spoke fora 
few minutes and was then unable to 
proceed on account of the confusion, 
which developed almost into pande- 
monium. — 
Then the original resolutions were 
offered to the'meeting. About one-third 
of the assemblage voted aye on them 
and the remaining two-thirds voted no. 
Still President Low declared them car- 
ried. As the band struck up “Amer- 
ica,’ some of the audience joined in 
the national anthem, while other hisséd, | 
howled and hooted. 

Bishop Potter, Samuel Gompers, 
Henry F. Howland and Seth Low 
spoke in favor of the treaty.

However, in deference to the 
kindly interest shown by the United 
States in this matter, he indorses the 
treaty and presses it upon the atten- 
tion of the Venezuelan Congress to the 
exclusion of all other business.

France Taking Steps to Protect the 
Industry. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] France {s 
taking steps to protect her beet-suvar 
industry by putting a good stiff tariff 
on sugar, both raw nad refined, and 
at the same time is arranging an exyort 
bounty system which will put her ina 
position to negotiate with Germany 
with a view of compelling that coun- 
try to abandon its policy of stimulat- 
ing exports by means of bonuses or 
bounties. It is the contemplation of 
such economic heresies that is respon- 
sible for so much of the sadness in the 
eamp of the Cobdenites, for they see 
in the close adherence of the French 
to the idea of promoting the growth 
of beet sugar by artificial means:.a 
j complete denial of the theory of the 
Manchester school, which has in and 
out of season taught that such methods 
must result in increasing the cost of 
the product to consumers, while at the 
same time a great advantage is given 
to countries which eschew protection. 
As a matter of fact sugar production 
has enormously increased in the coun- 
tries where it has been artificially pro- 
moted, and at the same time prices 
have been reduced and consumption in- 
creased. While in countries where no 
assistance is rendered the sugar planter, 
as in the West Indies, the industry is 
languishing and the poverty cf the 
people is so great that they cannot af- 
ford to consume the article they pro- 
duce.

A superior article which is 
fast replacing the foreign article is 


‘brought from California. It is grown in 


the Los Nietos district and shipped 
‘eastward by the carload. © 

California grows no end of almonds 
also, but Spain is still a powerful sec- 
ond to the Golden State. These nuts 
come 0 New York in their shells, but 
most of them are “husked’’ before be- 
ing offered for sale, for the confection- 
ers and bakers prefer to buy them so. 
But shelled almonds are imported in 
large quantities via London from the 
Valley. of the Jordan. 
’ Hazel nuts, you would think, are com- 
mon enough in this country, but it is a 
fact that New York imports 150;000 
bushels from Spain and England—more 
than half of what we eat. The filbert 
is a variety of hazel nut. It is grown 
almost exclusively on the Amoor River 
in Asia.

THE RIVER THREATENS TO CUT A 
CHANNEL. 


Memphis May Be Left on a Mere 
Bayou with an Island Between 
it and the Channel—The Danger 

_ Lime Reached, 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS' WIRE.] 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 11.—The 

Mississippi River registers 34.2 feet to- 

night. The danger line is 33 feet, and it

Arkansas as far as Crawley’s Ridgé, 

forty miles from Memphis. 

The most serious feature of the pres- 
ent rise of the river is the possibility 
of its cutting out a new bed for itself 


leaving Memphis high and dry, or at 
least leaving her on a small lake. Should 
this happen, the $3,000,000 bridge which 
stands across the Mississippi at this

About five miles above Memphis the 
Neely plantation is partly overfiowed, 
because of a break in the levee. The 
current through the plantation is very 
Strong.» The river men say that unless 
the heavy timber along Four Mile 
Bayou breaks the current, so that it 
cannot eat out a new bed for the river, 
the Mississippi will change its course 
and go through Four Mile Bayou, com- 
ing into the main river again about 
ten miles below, and leaving a long 
narrow island between Memphis and 
the river. The waters have already 
reached a critical stage. ’ 

The ferry steamer C. B. Bryan now 
makes daily trips to Marion, Ark., 
which is ordinarily three miles inland. 
All along the route to Marion sub- 
merged houses can be seen, and some 
stock has been drowned. 

At Helena there has been a rise of 
seven-tenths of a foot, and since yester- 
day. morning the height at this place 
has reached 42.3 feet, which is 4.7 above 
the danger, line. 

At Vicksburg the water stands at 38.4 
feet, a rise of five-tenths of a foot, 
within the past twenty-four hours. The 
danger line at that point is 45 feet.

BICKERINGS AT CARSON OVER 
RING RULES. 


Dan’ Stuart Takes Matters in Hand 
and Makes Fitzsimmons Agree — 
i to Agree. 


CORBETT IS NOT PARTICULAR. 


BUT LANKY BOB IS MAKING... NO 
END OF TROUBLE, | 


Fits Gives Stuart a Bad Scare—A 
Conference to Be Held Today at. 
Which Rules are to Be 
Deeided Upon, 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CARSON (Nev.,) March 11.—For a 
time today it looked as though there 
would be a regular row between the 
camps of the fighters regarding the 
interpretation of the rules of the ring 
made yesterday by Referee Siler. Dan 
Stuart, however, took, matters into his 
own hands and in a short time he had 
managed to “up peace and 
avert the threatened storm. The main 
obstacle in the way of pulling off the 
fight without a squabble was Fitzsim- 
mons, who declared that he did not 
like the reading of the rules made by 
Siler and that he did not propose to 
agree upon anything until he and Cor- 
bett were in the ring. Stuart at once 
ordered a carriage and drove out to 
Fitzsimmons’ ranch and had a talk 
with the lanky fighter. 

“The only thing for you to do, Fitz,” 
said Stuart, “is to come to some agree- 
ment on this thing and the sooner you 
do it the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. All that we want and all that 
Siler wants is for you and Corbett to 
agree on something to suit you both 
and something that will be fair to you 
both. Now, I suggest that your men 
and one of Corbett’s men meet meat 
my office tomorrow and we can talk the 
matter over and see if some agreement 
cannot be reached.” 

“That suits,” replied Fitzsimmons. 
“IT want nothing but what is fair to-us 
both and if I have a man present when 
the agreement is made that is all that 
I can ask.” 

He wanted to know how. ‘Corbett 
viewed the proposition for a conference 
and when told that it was agreeable to 
the. champion, he again — his 
satisfaction. 

“T don’t know though, Dan,” he said, 
“as though I will be ready to enter the 
ring on the day agreed upon.’ 

Stuart is pale from his recent ill- 
ness, but he turned about three shades 
paler when he heard Fitzsimmons de- 
clare himself to this effect. 

“Why can’t you? What on earth is 


the matter with you?” Stuart asked 
anxiously. 
“Well, you see,” said Bob, “I have 


hurt one of my hands and I do not 
think that I can possibly get into shape 
to fight on the 17th.” 

Stuart’s face fell several degrees, And 
Bob ‘seeing his distress. danced, around 
the room like a school boy. 

“One must have some fun even out 
fn this country,” he said. “I was only 
fooling, Dan, and my hands and all 
the rest of me are in the best possible 
sort of condition and nobody will find 
that out better than Corbett when I 
see him on the 17th of March.” 

Stuart left the Fitzsimmons camp 
with the positive assurance that Fitz- 
simmons will be represented at the 
conference in his office tomorrow, and 
he set the hour for the conference at 3 
o’clock. The consent of the Corbett 


people was obtained to the meeting 


without any trouble whatever. 

Fitzsimmons .took it rather easy to- 
day, the principal part of his work be- 
ing a ten-mile run on the road in the 
morning. In the afternoon he sparred 
ten rounds with Hickey and Stelzner 
and wrestled a little with Roeber and 
a up~ his work by punching the 
a 

“f am not making any objections to 


j the rules as a whole,” said Fitzsim- 


mons. “All I want is to keep the 
other fellows from getting any ad- 
vantage over me. I want an even show 
and nothing more than that. I know 
that I can lick Corbett and I will do it 
if they do not work any fine schemes 
on me, and I do not intend that they 
shall. That is all there is about it.”’ 

James J.» Corbett had intended to 
send a letter today to George Siler, the 
referee of the fight, regarding his opin- 
ion of the latter’s construction of the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, but the 
plan for a conference changed. matters. 
“T am not going to say anything at 
present,’’ said Corbett, “‘but the con- 
ference will settle things.. I understand 
that Fitzsimmons is kicking on the 
rules, just as I said he would. I don’t 
want to say anything until I know just 
what he objects to in particular. He 
may object to some things that I con- 
sider very essential, and again the 
things which he finds fault with may be 
trifling, and in that event I don’t want 
to oppose any objection, no matter if 
they are more favorable to Fitzsim- 
mons than to me. 

‘‘All I care about is to keep Fitzsim- 
mons from getting any undue ad- 
vantage. I.want nothing myself that 
T.am not willing to concede to him, and 
there is no use of my telling Siler that 
I agree to this or object to that until I 
know what Fitzsimmons is making his 
kick about. If Fitzsimmons makes no 

complaint of Siler’s construction of the 

rules, I will not. But it would be bad 
policy for me at the present time to 
agree to.do anything or object to any- 
thing unless I know where the spot is 
on which Fitzsimmons is sore. If he 
is of the same opinion that I am on 
this thing there will be very little 
trouble, but Fitzsimmons is a chronic 
kicker and he never was anything else, 
and in my opinion as long as he has 
a chance to object to anything he is 
going to do it. 

“I think it is a good thing, however, 
Lord Siler gave out his letter when he 


‘such actions being ground for 


talk for a Week “vhen we get into the 


} ring.”’ 


Referee Siler was not-in the best of 
humor today -over the objections to his 
construction of the Queensberry rules 
that have come from: the Fitzsimmons 
camp. 

“When I was in Chicago,” said he, 
“Fitzsimmons told me that he had no 
objection to the construction of the 
rules that I have made, and that being 
the case I cannot see how he can very 
well object to them at the present time. 
However, I did not rule as I did for the 
purpose of considering what Fitzsim- 
mons would like or what Corbett would 
like, or what anybody else would like. 
I ruled exactly as I thought was right, 
and I will stick to my ruling. At the 
same time, I wish it understood that I 
am not in the least trying to dictate to 
the men. All I want is an agreement of 
some sort, and as long as the men are 
suited I don’t care. what that agree- 
ment is. I guess that by the time the 
fight is due both men will 
agreement without any trouble.”’ 

Siler was troubled all day by people 
who came to him to tell indirectly how 
little he knew about the rules, and 
how much they knew. One gentleman 
came up with the assertion that the 
rules forbid all hugging and clinching. 

“Now,” said this person, “I want to 
know if you're going to decide the right 
against a man if he hugs or cliches, 

“The rules do say,’’ replied Siler, 
“that there shall be no hugging or 
clinching, but they say nothing about 
isquali- 
fying a man. ‘They simply say that he 
must not do it. and I take it to be in- 
tended by the rules that if a man does 
one of those things he must stop it. If 
a man was so persistent in his hugging 
as to prevent all fighting, he should be 
warned, and then if he kept up his 
hugging so that no fighting could take 
place, I think that man should lose the 
fight, but where two men are fighting 
and occasional hugs or clinches take 
place I think that the duty of the ref- 
eree is to see that it is not carried to 
an unreasonable extent, and that the 
men break’ promptly when called upon 
to do so by the referee. 

“TIT think, too, that permitting the men 
to strike with one hand free is a toler- 
ably sure preventive of all hugging or 
clinching in the ring, and that is an- 
other reason why I think the Marquis 
of Queensberry rules intend that the 
men shall be permitted to strike with 
one arm free. If a man is hugging he 
can do no fighting, for the reason that 
his hands are used in hanging to the 
other fellow. Now, if the other man is 
not hugging and keeps both hands free, 
he can win the fight in short order, be- 
cause he will be at liberty to strike 
while the other man is defenseless be- 
cause he is not using his arms as he 
should. Do you suppose that a man is 
going to hig and keep at it when he 
knows that the other man has the right 
to hit him when his own hands are occu- 
pied? Well, I think not. That is why I 
say that permitting the men to strike 
with one hand free is the surest pre- 
ventive 6f all ¢linching and huggin 
and that is one reason why I think shat 
the framer of the Queensberry rules in- 
tended that the men should hit with the 
one free arm.’ 

Siler received a number of telegrams 
from promnient sporting men all ovet. 
the country, commending the. construc- 
tion of the rules he had made. One of: 


them from Billy Madden in New York; 


was as follows: “Your construction of: 
the rules is the same as that of Angel.: 
Stick to it.’’ 

Angel is the well-known referee of 
London events, and the acknowledged 
authority on all ring events. 

Corbett’s work today consisted of the 
regular run on the roads, the champion 
covering about ten miles, with Jeffries 
as a companion. In the afternoon he 
punched the bas and sparred with his 
trainers. 

THE CHIEF TOPIC. 

CARSON CITY (Nev.;). March 
The construction.of the Marquis of 
Queensberry rules given out by Referee 
Siler yesterday, continues to be the 
chief topic of conversation among 
sporting men. The general opinion at 
present is that it will require a con- 
ference of representatives of Corbett 


-and Fitzsimmons with the referee to: 


settle the matter. It is not likely that 
Julian and Fitzsimmons will agree to 
anything at the present time. They 
have said repeatedly that they desire 
no agreement on the right to strike 
with one hand free and in breakaways 
until the men are in the ring, and it is 
likely they will continue to hold that 
view. At the same time it is very 
doubtful if- either of the fighters will 
be willing to announce how he feels in 
relation to the matter. 

Both Corbett and Fitzsimmons are 
too wary of giving the other the ad- 
vantage to make known what they 
actually wish in the matter. of close 
fighting, for fear that the other side 
will strenously object to anything pro- 
posed. Fitzsimmons has said one rea- 
son for not agreeing to hit with one 
arm free and on the breakaway is that 
Corbett can practice these things from 
now on until the date of the fight. As 
a matter of fact Corbett has been prac- 
ticing just that sort of thing every day 
since he went into training. He paid 
particular attention to hitting with 
one arm free, and it is in that manner 
he fioored big Jeffries Monday after- 
noon. Corbett declared this morning 
that he knew Fitzsimmons would 
never agree to Siler’s proposition, be- 
cause it was just what he wanted 
above everything, and he was fearful 
poor if he agreed Corbett would ob- 
ect 

Corbett, Charley White and other 
trainers at Shaw’s Springs had a con- 
ference over the matter and the opin- 
ion of the members of the Corbett camp 
will be given in @ reply to Siler. 

Siler said this morning that it is im- 
material to him how the men fight, 
so long as they agree on a definite plan 
of combat. 

“AllI want isan agreement,” he said 
“and I care nothing for the nature of 
the agreement. IT am merely trying 
‘to adjust matters so that I shall not 
be called upon to decide upon a foul. 
That would be the most unsatisfactory 
termination : that could possibly be 
reached, and I am trying to lessen the } 
danger of such a decision being called 
for.”’

Buried Beside Her Husband 
Greenwood Cemetery.

The Earth’s Internal Heat. 
[Engineering News:] The’ deepest 


del, in a late communication to the 
Industrial Society of Mulhouse, is one 


soil, made at Paruschowitz, near Ry- 
brick, Upper Silesia. The previous 
record for depth was the 5733-foot hole 
drilled some years ago at Schladebach, 
near Leipsig. The later bore-hole was 
made in search for coal measures, 
and eighty-three separate seams, some 
of considerable thickness, were’ pene- 
trated. The hole was twelve inches in 
diameter at the beginning, and this was 
lined with a tube about .04 of an inch 
thick; at a depth of 230 feet the bore 
was ‘reduced to eight and one-fourth 
inches diameter,-and thus continued 
for 351 feet. At this point the blue 
marl’ encountered became so compact 
that the diamond drill had to be used, 
and under the action of.the water the 
marl swelled to such a degree that 
the diameter of the pipe had to be 
again reduced. . 

The greatest difficulty encountered 
was the great weight of the boring rods, 
as the depth increased. Though steel 
was used, at a depth of 6560 feet the 
total’ Weight’ of the tools reached 30,155 
pounds.. Under this weight ruptures of 
the rods, were. frequent, and an acci- 


work; about 4500 feet of rods fell to 
the ‘bottom, and being jammed under 


to withdraw it. The diameter of the 
well at the bottom was 2% inches. 
Temperature observations made showed 
12 deg. . or Fahr.; at the sur- 
face, apd at the depth of 6751 feet the 
temperature’ reached.

Marinade Bath for Meats. and Vewe- 
tables. 


half appreciated by any but French 
cooks. Almost any salad foundation is 
the better for this sort of pickling. 
Beets thoroughly boiled—this. is impera- 
tive for the process of digestion—take 
on auite a new flavor if allowed to lie 
for an hour or two in a mixture of two 
tablespoonfuls of oil, one of vinegar, 
and a good pinch of salt. This is for 
a small quantity, to be proportionately 
increased for a larger dish. Chicken is 
much improved by marinading before 
being put with the celery and ‘“‘may- 
onnaised”’ into salad. To marinade 
meats a slightly different mixture is 
prepared. Take one-third vinegar and 
two-thirds water; add onion, garlic is 
liked, and carrots chopped fine; throw 
in a bay leaf, some peppercorns, whole 
cloves and allspice, and let the meat 


to be cooked next day. Mutton thus 
treated becomes venison to even an 
educated palate, A fillet of beef is al- 
ways improved by an hour’s marinad- 
ing before cooking. 


A Help to the Typewriter. 


[New York Tribune:] A curious ad- 
dition to the typewriter called the 
“typewriter prism,’ was observed last 
week. It is an ingeniously wrought 
scientific: adaption of a_ well-known 
principle in optics, and its object is to 
render the writing of a typewriter vis- 
ible to the operator as it is being writ- 
ten, thereby doing away with the nec- 
essity of lifting the carriage to inspect 
the work... 

“The principle part of the device con 
sists of a prism of pure optical glass, 
as long as the line to be printed. It is 
+ carefully nd and polished, and is 
fastened to the carriage of the machine 
beneath the impression roller. Two of 
its three sides are flat, and the third 
is a strong cylindrical convex curve. 
The curved side is in view of the 
operator, and the writing is visible on 
its surface Not only is it perfectly re- 
flected, but by means of the laws of 
conjugate foci, according to which the 
prism lens is made, the writing is pre- 
} sented right side up, and in-a normal 
position to the aye, magnified to any 
desired extent. The service is rendered 
complete by the attachment of a metal 
pointer, which shows the exact spot 
on which the next character written 
will appear. 


Aiding New Industries. 


{Kansas City Star:] The new depart- 
ment created by the Santa Fé Railroad 
Company for the purpose of aiding the 
development of new industries along 
its line’ of road ought to result in a 
good deal of benefit to the West, but 
there is great need of good judgment 
as to the character of encouragement 
extended to new enterprises to be 
helped and the kind of men who go 
into them.

With ad- 
mirable skill and good taste he made 
it clear that his commission was from 
the people and the Senators had but 
a ‘small voice in selecting the officer 
who would be called on. to. conduct 
their deliberations. . 

‘In taking leave of the Senate as 
presiding officer, Vice-President Stev- 
enson had pronounced a most fulsome 
eulogy on the wisdom, industry and 
of that body. He went out 

his way to. deliver a grotesque de- 
tase of the rules governing its. de- 
liberations which only needed a single 
spark of wit to have converted it into 
as keen a piece of irony as ever fell 


cold and cutting on the ears of fajith- 


less public servants, In the presence 
of a nation which for three years has 
geen needed legislation strangled or 
distorted by debates, reeling intermin- 
ably along between senility and parti- 
sanship, Mr. Stevenson had the effron- 
tery to say: “In this chamber. alone 
are preserved without restraint two es- 


government—the right’ of amendment 
and of debate.”’ 

‘Coming after this tribute to impo- 
tence, how refreshing Vice-President 
Hobart’s promise to aid “in all reason- 
able expedition of the business of the 
Senate.” And how graciously he asked 
to ‘tbe permitted to express the be- 
lief that such expedition is the- hope 
of the country.” Verily, ‘as he- went 
on to say, “All the interests of good 
government and the advancement to- 
ward a higher and better state of 
things - call for prompt and positive 
legislation’’ at the hands of the Sen- 
ate. Then he delivered the center shot: 
“To obstruct the regular coufee of 
wise and. prudent: legislative action, 
‘after the fullest and freest discussion, 
igs neither consistent with Senatorial 
courtesy. conducive to the welfare of 
the people, nor in compliance with their 
just expectations.” . 

It is a wonder that Senatorial 
courtesy did not shriek its resentment 
at such brave, true words. It is evi- 
dent that if the official and personal 
relations of the Vice-President and the 
Senate are to be as agreeable as he. 
trusts they may be, Senatorial courtesy 
will have to take a reef in its gar- 
rulity.. If Mr. Hobart has the courage 
of Tom Reed he will interpret the 
rules and manner of procedure of the 
Senate so as to accomplish the reason- 
able expedition of business for which 
all rules and orders of deliberative as- 
semblies are intended. If he does this 
with discretion and firmness he may 
restore to the Senate its ancient repu- 
tation as the first deliberative body in 
the world. |

JONES BROKE HIS LEFT HAND. 


BUT FINISHED THE MATCH IN HIS 


Lively and Interesting Prelimi- 
_maries—A Six-round Contest Be- 
tween Acevedo and DeCoursy 
Given to the Latter. 


A good-sized and enthusiastic crowd 
gathered in the gymnasium of the 
Los Angeles Athletic Club last night 
to see the fifteen-round match between 
Harry Jones and Young Dempsey. 
The fitst event on the programme 
was a four-round set-to between two 
boxers who were introduced by Presi- 
dent John Brink as “the Texas Cy- 
clone, Frenchy,” and “the German 
Wonder, Sandow.” The men were to 
box two-minute rounds with 1%4-minute 
rests. ‘“Sandow” succeeded in landing 
a good left counter on, “Frenchy's” 
right optic at the outset, which 
brought blood. This was about all the 
glory the former received, however, 
and he was terribly punished in the 
two rounds they boxed. ‘‘Sandow’s” 
bloody nose, received early in the sec- 
ond round, covered both the men with 
gore, and “Sandow” refused to box a 
third round, as he had injured his left 
arm. The decision was given 
“Frenchy.” 

Dan Long and Joe Cotton, the col- 
ored champion, then came on for a 
four-round set-to, and their friendly 
antics kept the crowd in a continual 
roar. 

Young pear of Los Angeles and 
De Coursy of San Diego were next 
called upon for a’ six-round go fur- a 
purse. Referee Brink announced that 
the “funny business” of the evening 
Was over, and that this event was to} 
be carried on in all seriousness. hegu- 
lar three-minute rounds ani one min- 
ute rests were ordered for this bout. 
Acevedo was much the taller of the 
two, and appeared to be the better 
boxer. At the cal? of time he rushed 
at De Coursy and landed two hard 
rights and a left on the face, knocking 
De Coursy down. The latter came up 
at once, but was sent to his knees by 
another left smash in the 1276. 

De Coursy: made a clever duck, but 
Acevedo caught him at it the second 
time and landed heavily with his right. 
De Coursy showed a tendency 1o wres- 
tle, -and Acevedo struck him on the 
break. He was called to account for 
this by. Referee Brink, and. warned 


not to repeat.the offense. De Coursy’s 


left eye began. to close, and, after a 
hot interchange, Acevedo was thrown 
to his knees. At the close of the round, 
which was fast and furious from start 
to finish, De Coursy’s eyes were both 
4n bad condition. It was easily <Ace- 
vedo’s round, his upper cuts tellin

was fouling: on- both. sides. 

The second round was not as fast as. 
the first, Acevedo commencing opera- 
tions by a vicious right swing, which 
De Coursy cleverly ducked: Acevedo 
soon landed a couple of blows on the 
face, however, that left their mark. 
There was considerable foul fighting 
‘in this round, and Referee Brink had 
to force the men apart. In the third 
round the men seemed determined to 
make the bout.a wrestling match, and 
time and:a gaén -the referee tore them 
apart, they refused to obey his injunt- 
tion to break. Acevedo landed a fter- 
rific left and De Coursy went down and 
came up but to go down again. He}. 


stayed down this time until the time-. 


keeper counted seven, and then rushed 
and clinched. There was lots of 
in this-round, and at the end 
of it De Coursy’s left elbow was bleed- 
ing freely. 

In the fourth round Acevedo started. 
in at once to punish his adversary, who, 
although his eyes were nearly swollen 
shut and his face was a sight to be- 
hold, was far from out, and took his.

Jones’s -seconds were 
“Shorty” Gridley, George Hall, and 
Dick Foster. Dempsey was the taller 
of the two, and much longer in the 
reach, while Jones was better muscled 
than was Dempsey. The latter weighed 
about 138 pounds, and Jones but 130. 

Phil Percival held the watch for the 
club, Charlie Bernard acted as time- 
keeper for Jones, and Carl McStay 
for Dempsey. .Time was called at 10 
o’clock. 

After the event: had been announced 
by Referee Brink as a fifteen-round 
match, the participants were warned 
to drop’ their hands on the call of 
“break,”” and to walk to their corner 
when their adversary was down. At 
the call of time, Dempséy lead and 
landed a couple of light rights on the 
face, Jones feinted and missed. Demp- 
sey countered and landed a left, catch- 
ing Jones’s return, but landing again.

EX-STATE AUDITOR DEAD. 


Held any Offices in the State of Min- 
nesota. 

Former State Auditor W. W. Braden 
of St. Paul, Minn., who has: been a 
resident of this city for the past three 
years, died at 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning at his residence, No. 741 Union 
avenue. He had been suffering from 
asthma for some time and his death 
was no surprise to his immediate 
friends and family. 

Auditor Braden was born December 
3, 1836, at Plymouth, ©.” He located in 
Minnesota when a young man and at 
the’ opening of the war organized Co. 
K, Sixth Regiment, 
remained in the army until the close

tain of his company. Returning to St. 
Paul at the close: of the war, the de- 
ceased took.an active part in Repub- 
lican politics of that city. Elected by 
the people of Fillmore county to serve 
as ‘County Treasurer in 1872, he was 
twice reélected, serving until 1880. At 
the @xpiration of his term he was 
nominated for State Auditor by the Re-

He was twice re- | 
elected, serving until]. 1890. Upon his 
retirement from office the Great North- 
‘ern railroad appointed him land com- 
missioner, in which capacity he served 


‘ until he came to this city in 1894. 


_ Mr. Braden was brought into consid- 
erable prominece recently by the in- 
vestigation of the famous Mountain 
Iron thine. Iron’ was discovered in 
that vicinity some time after the State 
Auditor relinquished the State’s claim 
to the land, but recent legislative in- 
vestigation ‘sought to prove that iron 
deposits were known to exist there 
earlier.

BURGLARS LEFT A JOB UNFIN- 
ISHED AT SANTA MONICA. 


Southera California. Neket Agent 
Found His. Safe Broken and 
Sent for an Expert.

Safe-crackers Had Drilled a Hole, 
Poured in the Explosive and 
Gone Away Without Ex- 
ploding the Charge. 


Fred Shooter, an employé of Thomas 
B. Clark, the auctioneer and safe ex- 
pert, had an experience at Santa Mon- 
ica that came near costing him his life. 
Burglars had made an effort to rob the 
safe at the Southern California depot 
at Santa Monica, and had succeeded in 
breaking off the handle and the spin- 
dle, or knob of the combination. Into 
the hole where the handle had been 
they poured some nitro-glycerine, but 
were apparently frightened away be- 
fore they exploded the charge. 

The ticket agent not being able to 
open the gafe, the following morning 
sent word to Los Angeles, and Mr. 
Clark sent Fred Shooter down to open 
the -safe. Shooter examined the door, 
noticed'the hole near the lock, and at- 
tempted to shoot the bolt th his 
finger. Not succeeding, he introduced 
a@.punch and struck it a smart blow 
with a hammer. There was a roar, and 


‘|@ sheet of flame, and the door shot 


outwards, catching Shooter on the left 
side under the arm, and hurling him 
backward about eight feet. The fire of 
the explosion ignited the right leg of 
Shooter’s trousers, and the ticket agent, ; 
rushing in, extinguished the flames, 
though not before Shooter’s leg was 
rather badly burned. Where the door, a 
mass of iron weighing over three hun- 
dred pounds, fell it ground a hole in 
the floor planking. Had Shooter not 
been standing close to the safe at the 
time of the explosion, the probabilities 
are that he would have been crushed.

PARK SUPERINTENDENT TO NAME

The Board of Park Commissioners 
Will Reserve the Right of Con- 
firmation—Tree Planting in the 
Parks. 


The Board of Park Commissioners 
met yesterday morning with a full 
membership present. 

The bids for supplying the parks with 
iron pipe were opened in the presence 
of many of the bidders. The proposals 


ax.} were for 1013 feet of. two-inch pipe and 


1870 feet of four-inch pipe. It was decided 
to recommend to the Council for accept- 
ance the bid of J. D. Hooker, which 
was to supply the required amount of 
two-inch screw pipe, dipped and deliv- 
ered, at 11 cents per foot, and four- 
inch screw pipe, tested to 500 pounds 
to the foot, at 19 cents per foot. 


Mayor Snyder called attention to the| 


fact that the pipe line would have to 
be laid across private property, of 
which the owners asked that they might 
be permitted to tap the pipe for their 
own domestic use. This request was 
‘granted by the board. 

Superintendent of Parks Garey re- 
ported that the men who had-~-been re- 
tained on the park force had offered to 
give up part of their time to the seven 
men who had been discharged when 
the number of workmen was reduced.

HE TESTIFIES AS TO HIS DISPOSAL 
OF THEM. 
The Indispensable Detective Bobs 
Up Serenely and Takes a Hand 
in the Case—Witnesses Intro- 
duced by the Defense. 


The Spencer case is-still proceeding 
slowly in Department Four, and Judge 
Van Dyke is beginning to show signs 
of weariness of the everlasting jumble 
of testimony. 

The case was opened yesterday morn- 
ing"by. the defense. After reading the 
deposition of Mrs. Ross, Fred Hick- 
ling, a former foreman of the Spencer 
ranch, and several friends and ac- 
quaintances of the Spencers, among 
whom were Mrs. B. E. Wartelle, George 
J. Lindenfeld, Henry Bell, Mrs. Harriet 
G. O’Brien and Mrs. E. Wells, testified 

at they had never seen anything un- 
friendly in the relations between Spen- 
cer and his wife. Chief of Police Glass 
was put on the stand to prove that 
one of the witnésses for the plaintiff, 
Mrs. Rose Williams, kept an assigna- 
’s answer was 
admitted as evidence only conditionally, 
on the ground that his testimony was 
hearsay, and therefore not competent. 

George L. Hasson, the first witness 
summoned at the afternoon hearing, 
testified that he had done business for 
Mrs. Spencer in 1883, and®* was the 
bearer of practically all the letters 
which Newton wrote to Mrs. Spencer 
from Chicago. He received them from 
Spencer, who had first opened and réad 
-them. On cross-examination he ad- 
mitted when hard pushed that his name 
was George L. Ingram, which he had 
changed: after the marriage of his 
mother to his step-father, Hasson. 

The most interesting feature of the

. Vanell testified that he was present at 


John Best’s office when Best and Mrs. 
Newton made erasures and interlinea- 


tions in -the original letters, with the 


purpose of changing the innocent busi- 
ess letters which Newton had written 
ts Mrs. Spencer into. the vile produc- 
tions, copies of which have been intro- 
duced as evidence in this case. Vanell 
even went so far as to say that Best. 
and Mrs. Newton took him into their 
fullest confidence while they were en- 
gaged in this work. 

On cross-examination’ Vafiell stated 
that he had been employed for a year 
in Slauson’s detective agency, and had 
afterward worked in the same business 
on his own hook, but for about a 
month he had kept a lodging-house. . 
He denied ‘that he had ever been em- 
ployed as a detective in the Spen- 
cer case, but added in aé_e side 
remark that Leon F. Moss, one of the 
plaintift's-e 
value upo is services that he had 
offered him a large sum to work on 
the case. Nevertheless, Vanell had re- 
fused the fliattering offer. It was also 
brought out that he had frequently as- 
sumed other names than Vanell, per- 
haps two dozen in all. 

Newton was the next witness for the 
defense. He testified that he had de- 
stroyed parts of the original letters 
purporting to have been written by him 
to Mrs. Spencer, and covies of which 
are annexed to Mrs. Newton’s deposi- 
tion in the divorce suit of Newton vs. 
Newton. This was done at the sug- 
gestion of either Mrs. Spencer’s attor- 
ney or his-own, he could not remember 
which. He also testified that there 
were not more than six letters in. all, 
only one of which was entire. He did 
not write the rest of the letters him- 
self. and had no knowledge of their au- 
thorship. - The only letters ever ad- 
dressed by him to Mrs. Spencer were 
innocent business letters. Newton fur- 
ther explained that, after the divorce 
suit between himself and his wife, he 
did* not work for Mrs. Spencer again 
until 1884, when he was engaged by her 
as a ranch foreman. In all the years he } 
worked for ‘her he had been in her 
house exactly six times, and no more, 
and always in tke presence of Mrs. 
Spencer. He also denied having hidden 
in a closed carriage with Mrs. Spencer 
more than once, and on that occasion 
he was attending to a business matter. 

Then Newton was exposed to a mer- 
ciless cross-examination at the hands 
of Attorney Moss, with the purpose of 
bringing out his past movements. ‘The 
matter of the letters was thoroughly 
ventilated. Newton admitted thatthe 
handwriing of the original letters an- 
nexed to the deposition greatly resem- 
bled his own, and finally admitted’ over 
and over again that they were in his 
own handwriting, and to the best of his 
observation no part was not in hand- 
writing similar to his own. 

At this point Judgé Van Dyke in- 
terrupted the procedings and put New- 
ton through a searching examination 
with the purpose of discovering . why 
Newton had destroyed the letters, and 
what interlineations, if any, had been 
inserted. The witness answered that he 
had destroyed the letters because he 
did not expect he would have any fur- 
‘ther use for them, and did not see 
any use in keeping them. He also dad- 
mitted that he had observed no inter- 
lineations, and averred that the letters

THH NEW MORTGAGE LAW. | 
A few days ago The Times criticised 
editorially..the new law that has re- 
ceived the Governor’s signature, ex- 

ténding the time for redemption of 
mortgages from six months to one year. 
When the editorial was written it was 
understood that the time had been ex- 
tended to eighteen months, which would 
™ have been still worse. Even as it is, 

, the general impression among real 

estate men is that the change is a mis- 

take. It is in line with the mortgage 
tax law introduced in the State Con- 
stitution during the sand lot excite- 
ment. This law was supposed to be 
in favor of the poor man, but it has 
worked the other way. The man who 
lends money simply adds to the inter- 
est, charging the amount of the tax, 
with a little more for contingencies, as 
oN coi tell just how much the tax 
Ww e. 

The effect of this extension of time 
for the redemption of mortgages wil] 
be, first, to cause lenders to advance 


been in the ‘habit. of doing, because 

they will have to figure upon a larger 
amount of delinquent interest, and seo- 
ondly, it will lead to a general sub- 
stitution of trust deeds in place of 
mortgages. It is not understood that 
, @ny change has been made in regard 
to the time of redemption under a trust 
deed. Under such a deed, the lender 
can sell the borrower’s property out 
within two weeks following the court 
decree which declares it forfeited to 
the lender. Capitalists will now de- 
mand a.trust deed in most cases, so 
that the last state of the borrower will 
be worse than the first. In a recent 
issue of the Examiner, Mr. Shanahan, 
who introduced the bill in the Assem- 
bly, makes the following defense of his 


measure: 

“Notfcing in the Examiner some 
criticisms by bankers and attorneys 
on Assembly Bill, No, 172, introduced. 
by me, and which is now a law,~ I wish 
to say a few words in reply, so that 
from such criticisms the people will not 
conclude they have had a law before 
giving it.a full trial. 

“The bill as passed and signed by 
the Governor extends the time for re-

LAND TAXATION IN NEW ZEA- 

LAND. 

A recent number of the consular re- 
ports contains a long article on land 
taxation in New Zealand. It was called 
out by the demand for copies of a pre- 
vious report made to the Department 
of State on the same subject. In re- 
gard to the difference between govern- 
ment land in New Zealand and the 
United States the consul says: 

“If a man has money, he can find 

ter land, more accesSible to market, 
and much richer and more easily cul- 
tivated in the United States than he 
can here. Most of the land in this 
country is covered with timber and 
a dense undergrowth. To cut and burn 
the bush and sow the land in grass 
costs not less than £3 to £3 10s. (about 
$17.50) per acre. This does not by any 
means includé grubbing out the 
stumps, which are, in most instances, 
allowed to remain for a few years till 
they are pretty well decayed, when, if 
the land is required for agricultural 
purposes, they are taken out; but if 
not so required, they are .generally 
permitted to remain for an indefinite 
period. The above cost does, however, 
include the fencing.” .

“The values placed on the crown 


lands are, as a rule, low, for the state 
does not so much seek to raise a reve- 
nue’ directly therefrom as .to encourage 
the occupation of the lands by the peo- 
ple; this secures#¥ndirectly an increased 
revenue, besides other advantages, re- 
from numerous rural. popula- 
on. 

“Again, underlying the whole of the 
New Zealand land system is a further 
application of the principle of ‘the land 
for the people,’ viz., the restriction in 
area which any man may hold.- This 
subject has been forced upon the atten- 
tion of the Legislature by defects in 
former systems, under which one indi- 
vidual with means at his command 
could appropriate large areas, to 
the exclusion of his poorer fellow-set- 
tler. Under conditions where the price 
at which the land is offered is fixed, 
and where choice of selection is by. bal- 
lot, the poor settler has the same 
chance as the rich one and may, should 
he wish it, hold as mch land. The 
limit that a selector may hold is so fixed 
as to encourage the class of small 
farmers, and up to that limit the 
amount he may select is left entirely 
to himself: The act defines the amount 
of land any one may select at 640 acres 
of first-class or 2000 acres of second- 
class land, inclusive of any land he 
may already hold. These limits apply 
to lands which are thrown open for 
‘free selection,’ as it is termed, but in 
some cases, where found desirable, the 
limit is by regulation made much 
smaller. | 

‘In addition to the many advantages 
offered by the ‘lease-in-perpetuity’ sys- 
tem, the Jand act provides others to 
meet the wants of different classes. 
The rule is glmost invariable that land 
thrown open for so-called ‘free selec- | 
tion’ is offered to the public. under three 
different tenures, and the choice left 
entirely to the would-be settler. The 
three tenures are: 

“First—For cash, in which one-fourth 
of the purchase money is paid down at 
once, and the remainder within thirty 
days.

THE WAY OF SIDEWALKS, 


Poultry Raisers Preparing for -an 
Exhibition—A Sunday-school In- 
stitute to Be Held—’ Blackie No,

SANTA ANA, March 11.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The proposed ordi- 
nance for widening sidewalks:in Santa 
Ana is gtill causing heated discuseion. 
The ordinance as drawn provides for 
sidewalks of the following width: | 

On French, Spurgeon, Bush, Syca- 
more and Birch streets, between Third 
and Fifth, ten feet. 

On West street, between Third and 
Fifth, twelve feet; on Main street, be- 
tween Third and Sixth, ten feet; on 
Fourth street, from Ross street to the 


| Santa Fé* track, twelve feet. 


On the west side of French street, 
north from Fifth street, ten feet; on 
the east side of French street, from 
Fifth street to Ninth street, twelve 
feet, and from: that point north, ten 
feet; on Ninth street, fifteen feet. 

A general provision is made for 
streets not mentioned. On streets 
eighty feet in width, the walks are to 
be sixteen feet wide; seventy feet in 
width, fourteen feet; sixty feet in 
width, and not exceeding sixty-five 
feet, twelve feet; fifty feet in width 
and less than sixty feet, ten feet; less 
than fifty feet in width, eight feet. 

The width of the walk specified 
means the distance from the property 
line to the outer edge of the curb. This 
would provide for from one to two feet 
from the property line to the walk 
proper, and leave from four to eight 
feet on the outside for trees, shrub- 
bery, or other ornamental purposes. _

Chris Callain a Counterfeiter—Close

SAN BERNARDINO, March 11.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] This after- 
noon papers were filed.in another im- 
portant suit where the bonds of an ir- 
rigation district, formed under the 
Wright Act, are claimed to have been 
fraudulently issued, and are void, and 
an injunction is claimed from the’ 
courts to prevent the sale of lands de- 
clared delinquent on assessments, and 
forbidding the issuance of deeds on 
such sale 

The plaintiffs in the present suit are 
ex-Vice-President Adlai E. Steverson 
and nis wife, and George B. -Pickett 
and Anna M. Bullis. The defendants 
are Howard T. Hays, collector of the 
Hast Riverside Irrigation District, and 
the irrigation district itself, in which 
the plaintffs state that they are the 
lawful owners of certain pieces of land 
in East Riverside which is included 
within the boundaries of the said irri- 
gation district, although but a very 
Small fraction of such land is under 
the water supply, or can be reached 
by such supply of the district, out of 
several hundred acres there being but 
seventy-five acres that by any. possi- 
bility can be reached by the water 
supply of the district. 

They claim that in 1895 an assessment 
was made amounting to $6.80 on every 
$100 of assessed value of their land in 
the district, for the purpose of paying 
the interest on certain outstanding 
bonds of the district, and that also the 
board of directors levied another assess- 
ment on all the assessed valuation of 
the district, for the general fund. 

The total valuation of the district as 
assessed and fixed by the Board of 
Equalization,.amounts to $156,636; while 
the levy was to-pay the interest on the 
bonds and a general indebtedness of 
$175,500. 

The plaintiff’s claim that on August 
4, 1891, the board accepted the bid of 
BE. A Robinson for $100,000 of the bonds 
on condition that they bear interest 
from Jan 1, 1891. Of these bonds 
thus pretended to be sold there is no 
record on the books or minutes to show 
that more than $20,000 or $30,000 were’) 
ever delivered to Robinson, and that 
large numbers of the bonds supposed to 
be sold to Robinson and not delivered 
to him, have been falsely and fraudu- 
lently entered upon the bond register 
as sold to Robinson.

COLTON CANAIGRE AND 

CHARDS. 

The developments at Rialto, where 
the new purchasers are putting in 8000 
acres of canaigre, give’ work to a large 
force of the hitherto unemployed of. 
this section. From seventy-five to 
one hundred teams, with the necessary 
number of laborers, are at work clear- 
ing and preparing the ground for this 
immense field of the root that is to build 
up that colony. Planting canaigre is 
not done from the seed, but like the 
potato it requires the root, and when 
once planted is perpetual, but to plant 
8000. acres takes a large quantity of 
the root. Canaigre grows wild all over 
this section of country and especially 
is it plentiful at Colton, where at pres- 
ent there are fifty men at work within 
the corporate limits of the city digging 
the root, and more men are wanted. 

Another proof of the progress of 
Colton is found in the preparation of 
several hundred acres of land, situ- 
ated on- both sides of the Santa Fé 
road and extending from Colton ave- 
nue to Colton terrace, and in¢tluding a 
large portion of the old bed of the 
creek, for planting oranges and olives.

Partial Report on New School | 


Buildings and Both Adopted. 


The decision as to the proposed new 
echool buildings, as well as that con- 
cerning the pianos, was rushed through 
in short order last night at the special 
meeting of the Board of Education, 

Only six members were. present,. and 
the first part of the session was highly 


informal. As soon as the roll had been, 


called, a reeess was taken to allow the 
committees to finish their work. They 
accordingly retired to the next room. 
where they discussed plans and prices, 
and studied maps with much zest and 
discrimination. 

At 8:45°-o’clock the board began to

vious meeting. Thé¢ hum of conversation 
- Jn the star chamber ceased, and the 
stray members assembled there gath- 
ered in the doorway. 

A ‘communication was read which 
stated that $8.50 was due as an assess- 
ment for widening Wilson street from 
Sacramento to Bighth streets, and 
would fall delinquent April 8. The mat- 
ter wails, referred to the Building Com- 
mittee. 

The report of the Committee on Fur- 
niture and Supplies was then read, re- 
ceived and filed. This report decided to 
whom the contract for the _ school, 
pianos should be awarded, and was as 
follows: 

“Your Committés on Furniture and 
Supplies, after a careful ,investigatian 
-of the pianos offered, have arrived at 
this conclusion, that, of the pianos of- 
fered, theg tory & Clark piano, at the 
price of $285, is the best piano, in their 
estimation, and this committee unan- 
imously decided to award the con- 
tract for furnishing twenty-nine 
pianos, to Gardner & Zellner, agents for 
said Story & Clark piano, upon their 
jacceptance of the proper contract there- 
for, to be approved by this committee. 
In makirig this award, your committee 
has taken into-consideration the fact 


that the Kimball piano, in the retail. 


piano trade of this locality, is repre- 
sented by & mémber of this board, and 
therefore we deem that piano to be 
disqualified inthis competition.” 

No comment was offered when this 
report was. presented for ratification, 
the matter having, evidently been set- 
beforehand in.committee.. The to- 
tal price ofthe pianos will be $8265. It 
seems expensive at the first thought 
of such a sum in the present state of 
the city finances, but when it is con- 
pidered that a rental of $1116 a year is 


saved by the,purchase, it is rather 


economy than otherwise. 

The matter of the proposed new school 
buildings and additions was then taken 
up. and the partial report presented 
March 8, was adopted, as well as a 
supplemental report prepared since by 
the committee. As they now stand, 
the plan for the proposed improve- 
ments ix entirely outlined in the two re- 
ports. llowing is the partial report:

-“Kighth—A new building of not more 
than four rooms in the Second Ward, 
northerly the Castelar-street 
school building.

“Eleventh—For an additional High 
School building of size sufficient to pro- 
vide about thirty school rooms, and 
that said building be construéted so 
as to provide for industrial education 
in connection with the High School. 

“Twelfth—That snch additioual land 
be purchased as may be required to 
provide sufficient room for said: build- 
ings and for school lot purposes. 

“Your committee suggests further 
that we be authorized to obtain from 
the Superintendent of Buildings of the 
city the necessary plans and estimates 
for the said buildings and additione, 
and showing the probable cost thereof: 
that it be ordered that as soon as said 
plans and estimates shall be filed with 
the secretary, the president and secre- 
tary of the board be authorized to sub- 
mit the same to the City Council for 
adoption; that at the same time the 
City Council be requested to order such 
proceedings as may be necessary for 
the issuance of bonds to meet the ex- 
traordinary expenses incident to the 
undertakings above named.” 

The supplemental report recom- 
-mends the following additions: 

: “First—The erection of a new four- 
room building to take the place of the 
present two-room Santa Fé avenue 
school buildings. 
“Second—That the. street 
“ school property in the First Ward he 
- sold, and that a new twelve-room 
building be erected in a central loca]- 
ity in said ward. 

“Third—That an addition of’. four 
‘rooms be made to the Amelia-street 
school building. 

“Fourth—That a new school build- 
ing be erected, of not less than. four 
rooms, in the territory westerly, from 
Westlake Park.”’ 

The only remaining wintter for con- 
sideration was the redemption of the 
Arroyo Seco school property. The com-
